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TBI CONPKDKBATK STATES ELECTION.— 

The election for members of Congress is to bo 
held on the first Wednesday in November, 
1861, which election shall be conducted ac- 
cording to the permanent Constitution and ! 
the laws of the several States in force for that ', 
purpose. In States which may not have pro- j 
vided by law for such election, the same will I 
be held according to the laws heretofore ex- j 
isting in States tor the election of members of 
the House of Representative* in the Congress ■ 
of the United States. 

The appointment of electors for ^President I 
and Vice President is also mado on the day j 
of the Congressional election — the first ' 
Wednesday in November. 

The electors are to meet iu their respective 
States on the first Wednesday in December, j 
1861, and proceed to vote for President and 
Vice President. 

Congress is to assemble in regular session, 
at the seat of Government, on the eighteenth 
day of February, 1862. On the nineteenth I 
of February, it is provided that the President 
of the Senuto shall open the certificates, and 
the votes lor President and Vice President 
ohail then be counted. 

The President of the Confederate States i 
shall be inaugurated on the twenty-second 
day of February, 1802.

Array Statistics. 

In the process of expansion, by which our 
army has increased, and is increasing, somo j 
fifteen or twenty fold, few persons have been 
able to keep clearly beforo their eyes the ; 
true relations and proportions of that in- 
create. It must bo borne in mind that the ! 
regular army, although largely increased, is 
kept distinct from the volunteer force raised j 
"for the war." 

According to recent acts of Congress, and 
appointment! made in accordance therewith, j 
the regular army is designed to consist of six 
regiments of cavalry, an increase of one; five j 
regiments of artillery, an increase of one ; | 
and nineteen regiments of infantry, an in- i 
crease of nine. These thirty regiments, when | 
full, are, contemplated to number about 45.- ! 
000 men. We may safely estimate that 30.000 j 
arenow in the field, orare nearly ready to enter 
it. The balance are in process of being re- 
cruited, but the work goes on slowly. The 
increase in the regular army establishment is 
continued through all the higher grades. 
There are four Major Generals — Scott, Mc- 
Clellan, Fremont, and Halleck, an increase of 
three from the old regime; there are seven: 
Brigadiers — Wool, Harney, Sumner, Mans- 
field, McDowell, Anderson, and Rosecrans, j 
an increase of four, Gen. Twiggs having . 
been stricken from the roll. The Adjutant 
G.-nerals' department has been increased by | 
m iking its head (Lorenzo Thomas i a Brigadier | 
Geperal, with one Colonel, two Lieutenant 
Colonels, four Majors, and twelve Captains, 
an increase of six officers. The Quartermas- 
ter's department has an increase of twenty- 
two officers, without any change in* tho res- 1 
pective rank. Tho Subsistence department ! 
has an increase of ten. the rank remaining as 
before. The Medical and Pay departments, 
and the several corps of Engineers, Topo- 
graphical Engineers, und Ordnance, are also | 
increased by about one half, the highest rank i 
being changed only in the Ordnance Bureau, , 
whose chief is a Brigadier General. The 
rank of staff officers is also raised, and tho [ 
number allowed to bo increased, to meet the 
extra requirements of the times. Such is the 
regular army establishment of tho United 
States. 

The volunteer army to servo "for throe 1 
years or tho war," is designed to consist of; 
600,000 men, of whom probably 350,000 are ! 
now in the service. The quotas of some of; 
the States arealrcady full, and the delinquents 
are but a little way behind. For this army 
there are four Major Generals — Banks, Dix, I 
Butler, and Hunter. There are also eighty 
Brigadiers, regularly commissioned by the 
President, and laswe count them) somethirty 
Colonels who are acting as Brigadiers, several 
of whom have received this title by brevet. 
The Brigado Quartermasters, Commissaries, 
Paymasters, and Surgeons that have been ap- 
pointed by the President, for the volunteer 
service, may only be counted by the scores. As 
we said beforo, appointments to the volunteer 
service are kept entirely distinct from the reg- 
ular service; tho one class to return to pri- 
vate life or to resume their former positions 
in the army, at the close of the war, while the 
other class remains as u permanent establish- 
ment. 

We givo b»low a list of the Brigadier Gen- 
erals, which have been greatly enlarged since . 
the former publication, and which is almost I 
daily receiving some new accessions:

Effect of Privateerino ox our South 
American Traiie. — Great complaints are 
made of the disadvantages our vessels labor 
under in competine; with foreign vessels in 
our trade with the West Indies and South 
America, in consequence of the supposed lia- 
bility to capture by the privateors of the 
rebels. Scarcely a vessel now arrives here 
from South American ports except in ballast, 
and the master of a vessel recently returned 
from Rio Janeiro informs us that he could 
not obtain a cargo of coffee at that port, al- 
though he offered to bring it for the merest 
trifle, and load and discharge it at his own 
expense, while British and other foreign ves- 
sels were loading at one dollar and seventeen 
cents per bag. Under such circumstances, 
can we wonder that our merchants are pro- 
tecting their interest by placing their vessels 
under foreign flags? Ever since the report 
of the first capture of one of our vessels by ; 
the Jeff. Davis, matters, so far as our Waal 
Indian and South American trade is concern- 
ed, have been daily getting worse, until even 
o«fr offers to carry cargoes free are 9couted at, | 
and our shipmasters subjected to the insults | 
of every petty pownr with whom they are 
brought commercially in contact. This hu- 
miliating state of things will soon be put an 
end to. The large naval expeditions now 
fitting out against the Southern const will 
close up every issue by which privateers are 
enabled to get to the ocean, or to return with 
their prizes. Once all these rat-holes are her- 
metically scaled up, there will tie an end to 
privateering, and our mercantile marine will 
not be long in regaining all tho advantages it 
has lo6t. — A*. Y. Herald.

■Washington, Oct. 23. 
The full and true story of the battle near 
Harrison's Island has reached us within the 
hist hour. 

We have' met with a sickening repulse; 
one involving the loss of nearly one thous- 
and men in killed, wounded and missing, and 
of many brave and skillful officers, and 
accompanied by scenes of horror unequaled 
in any previous battle of the war.

"Wistar, Assistant Adjutant Gen. Harvey, and 
myself, went with the first load to the island, 
and there superintended the transit of our 
men. 

It was 12 M. before our first company land- 
ed at ihe foot of the bush covered precipice 
which rises abruptly over one hundred feet 
from the river bed on the further side of the 
river. Four hours more had elapsed before 
the last company landed. Sections of the 
Second Rhode Island Battery, coniprisingtwo 
howitzers, two field smooth-bores, and one 
rifled gun, went over with me, the men urng- 
ing them up the hights with great difficulty 
and spirit. 

All this time irregular fighting was going 
on above. It seems that Col. Devan had in 
the morning moved with a small detachment 
in tho direction of Leesburg. shortly after his 
forces had crossed, had advanced one mile, 
there met the enemy's skirmishers in feeble 
force, and had retired to the^ brow of the : 
hights. Before this the yuarterniaster of the 
Massachusetts Fifteenth had gone alone to a 
point within a mile of the village, had re- 
turned, crossed the river, and reported to 
Gen. Stone that there were no hostile, forces 
in that region. But after Colonel Devan fell 
back his men were placed in a semi-circular 
clearing, or natural forest opening, covering 
five or six acres, with its base resting on the j 
edge of tho hights, and flanked and fronted | 
by forest.

Rki-obts or English Emissaries on the 
South. — Sir James Ferguson and Mr. Bourke, 
tbe two Engli-h emissaries who have just re- 
turned from the rebel States, take their depar- 
ture for England to-day in the Asia. From 
the language which they have held since they 
have left the South, there can be no doubt as 
to the object of their mission, or as to the re- 
ports thev will make on their return home. 
They state that the South is united as one 
man in its determination not to come back 
into tho Union, and that it is as well off in 
resources, both in the way of men and money, 
as the North. Of course statements of this 
kind, coming from men occupying the posi- 
tion of these gentlemen, will be taken by the 
generality of English people as authentic 
but few stopping to question the motives 
with which their mission was undertaken 
or the account to which it is to be turned. 

From these and other facts, among which 
the tone of the English semi-official organs is 
not the least significant, there can be no doubt 
of the strong disposition of Lord Palmerston 
and the ruling classes in England to break up 
this Government whenever tho opportunity 
presents itself. They naturally look with 
alarm on the progress of a country which in 
another half century w ill have one hundred 
millions of inhabitants, and whose commer- 
cial ascendency is already making itself felt. 
Tho results of the present conflict have shown 
that we hold in our hands the power of pre- 
cipitating into revolution at any moment that 
we please, by laying an embargo on our ex- 
ports, the countries that are just now taking 
such an unfriendly part against us. It is not 
surprising, then, that their governments 
should desire tosec us fall to pieces by our own

Fort Lafayette-Sketch of Prison Life by a 
Late Inmate of the Fort— List of Prisoners 
Consigned There, &c. 

To the Editor of the Merald) The statements 
that have from time to time appeared in the 
'•daily paper,'' regarding the privileges and 
treatment of the prisoners confined in Fort 
Lafayette, are of such an aggravated nature 
as to have conveyed the idea to outsiders and 
tho friends of the inmates that they were 
"waxing fat" on the liberality of the gov- 
ernment, and were, in fact, enjoying the re- 
treat of some elysium. In justice, therefore, 
to those still incarcerated, you will confer a 
favor by giving the following an insertion in 
your paper, which latter is largely con- 
tributed for by the inmates. 

The history of your arrest and arrival is as 
follows : As soon as you arrive at Fort Ham- 
ilton you are delivered by the officer in charsre 
to Col. Burke, with the accompanying de- 
tails — He (the Colonel I then sends you with 
his aid anda guard of soldiers by boat to Lieu- 
tenant Wood commanding at Fort Lafayette. 
On your arrival a receipt is given for you. 
You are then requested to give up all 
weapons and moneys in your possession. As 
the weapons are generally taken by the United 
States Marshals in the first instance, a com- 
pliance is, of course, out of the question, un- 
less in a paroxysm of" unabridged patriotism 
you should consider your spectacles included 
in the category. Your trunk, valise, or car- 
pet bag is then examined, and if all is correct 
a receipt is given you for the amount obtain- 
ed. The sergeant then takes you in charge 
and shows you to your quarters. You are 
then surrounded by anxious eyes, scanning 
your person, and inquiries after your "health 
in general, " with " what brought you here," 
are propounded before your wretched feelings 
have become sufficiently collected to enable 
you lo reply Again some one will say, "Here 
is another rebel; " another will dwell on the 
eruisine and the larder, and if near dinner 
will yell out, '• Dinner is ready at the United 
Stales Hotel. " &c. The next step, you are 
provided with a bed, either moss or straw 
mattress, one iron beadstead, two sheets, one 
blanket and one pillow, with basin and pitch- 
er, which last is tho capital of a joint stock 
corporation of some five to eight. In tho 
morning you arise, and after going through 
the necessary ablutions in salt water — or 
fresh if you can get it — breakfast is announced. 
This consists of a pint of coffee sweetened 
in bulk, at times transparent, and iucapablo 
of producing any deleter ous effect on the ner- 
vous system: by quaiititive analysis the com- 
ponents wouluWimge nearly as follows: water 
ML saccharine matter 4, chicory 1,76, coffee 
0.25. A piece of fat pork, whose superficial 
contents ranged from five to seven inches, 
and a good honest slice of bread — by honest 
I mean thick — this, and nothing more, con- 
stitutes our breakfast. Before Marshal Mur- 
ray sent down "the large stove" the pork 
was served up to us actually as it came out of 
the barrel, raw, or nearly so. A decline in 
bristles provented us from meddling with it, 
appetizing a" it was. After breakfast, (eight, 
occasionally before) we were allowed one hour 
for promenading on a squaro of earth seven- 
ty-five feet by eighty. Then came the daily 
papers, the perusal of which, and comi ents 
on the last anticipated attack, occupied some 
two hours; after that event, tho writing to 
friends, receiving letters, ( when any came), 
games of chess, whist. &c, discussing past 
events, and in endeavoring to ascertain if the 
potaloc had become extinct since the 20th 
July, served to while away the time until the 
momentous hour of dinner. 

This meal, which many pride themselves on 
as the best, was certainly our best. Three 
entrees en masse, rice or bean soup — astonish- 
ingly thin — bread and pork, or beef. From 
actual experiments with unmitigated labor 
for tho space of three minutes, assisted by a 
pair of "Pikes dollar spectacles, I have 
succeeded, after a tedious operation, in fishing 
up one bean from my pint of soup, and so 
overcome have I been at the discovery that, 
with instinctive reverence for the propagator 
of that bean, I have universally uncovered 
my head during the process of mastication — 
same being uncooked. For supper we again 
bad our pint of coffee, revised and corrected 
by ihe excess of water, with our slice of dry 
bread. The crockery was not purchased at 
Haughwout s, consisting, as it did, of tin cups, 
tin plates, iron spoons, and ancient knives and 
forks. The quality of the provisions was 
good enough ; but cooks taken from the ranks 
are "sent by the devil. " If Marshal Murray 
would send a good plain, clean cook to Fort 
Lafayette ho certainly could add no greater 
comfort of blessing to those who arc boarders 
at the United Stales Hotel. " Of course all 
inmates did not avail themselves of the prod- 
ical liberal liberality that abounded in the 
eating department, but preferred such bills of 
fare as they in some measure had been accus- 
tomed to. Hence the formation of sundry 
messes, at a cost of from thirty cents to one 
dollar per diem for each person, at his own 
expense. Atone period water was so scarce 
that we Were put on allowance — allowed only 
for drinking purposes, until at the eleventh 
hour we received three thousand gallons Cro- 
ton, with not half tbe bodv of the old stock. 
We were never permitted to go outside the 
fort, unless accompanied by a soldier with 
musket and bayonet, and were confined to 
the casemates ; there was no going "on the 
roof walking, to see the sun sink behind the 
Jersey hills, " as some astonishing youth pro- 
claimed to the public; our place was the 
ground floor, and there we were kept; thirty- 
seven of us in one room with four mounted 
thirty-twos, in the daytime was not so bad ; 
but at night all that saved us from asphyxia

M. we were locked up. with two sperm can- 
dles, until the next morning; at a quarter 
past nine, P. M.. the signal to extinguish 
lights was made; if ours survived tbat period, 
which they never did, we complied. Every

Some of the Maryland slaveholders in the 
vicinity of Annapolis complain that many of 
their slaves have secreted themselves on 
board the vessels of tbe coast expedition. 
Several slaves were found on board the ships, 
and were returned to their owners. 

An officer who has just arrived here from 
the encampment of Sickles' brigade at Port 
Tobacco, Md., reports that the rebel steamer 
Paige yesterday approached the shore at that 
point and fired on our troops. Her shells fell 
into our camp, and compelled the men to 
withdraw to a safe distance from the river.

Tho Tribune states that one of our corres- 
pondents with the great naval expedition writes 
from Hampton Koads on Friday evening last 
that he bad just been informed on good au- 
thority tbat the private secretary of Com. 
Dupont, the commander of the fleet, had ab- 
sconded, carrying with him the maps and 
charts and even the scaled ordersof tbe Com- 
modore. We do not vouch for the truth of 
the report, but only for the fact that the writer 
is worthy of confidence. We hope the report 
may prove erroneous. 

New York, Oct. 29. 

The Post says a morning journal alarms its 
readers by a report that the private secretary 
of Commodore Dupont deserted to tho ene- 
my.' Our own correspondent, with the naval 
expedition, mentions incidentally, as a matter 
of small importance, that a master's mate on 
one of the ships, a crazy fellow, had suddenly 
disappeared, and it was feared that be had. in 
a moment of temporary aberration of mind, 
wandered beyond our lines, where be would be 
shot by the enemy. "We suppose this is the 
ground of fact on which the startling rumor 
was founded. 

Tbisevenings Commercial prints the fol'ow- 
ing: A prominen't business firm in the city 
received to-day a letter from the fleet about to 
sail on tbe Southern expedition, which par- 
tially con firms tbe statement made this morning 
in regard to the defection of a prominent 
naval officer and the loss of the sealed orders of 
the Commodore. 

The letter is as follows: 

"Dear Sir — Last night a surgeon from the 
Vanderbilt came on board our vessel and re- 
ported that tbeCommodorchnd been robbed of 
all bis private papers, plans, charts, and seal- 
ed orders by his private clerk; the traitor was 
supposed to have gone over to the rebels. The 
effect this new turn of events muy give to the 
whole enterprise cannot be conjectured.'' 

"Washington, Oct. 29. 

At noon to-day the Navy Department had 
tbe best reason for believing untrue the ru- 
mor that the Private Secretary of Commo- 
dore Dupont bad absconded with all the 
maps, charts, and sealed orders of the great 
naval and military expedition. 

Rolla. Mo., Oct. 29. 

Thirty-eight nioro of our wounded soldiers 
arrived to-day from Springfield, which place 
they left on Thursday last. 

Gen. Price was then at Neosho in Newton 
county. On Wednesday about 1.000 rebels 
entered Springfield and took away a consider- 
able quantity of stores left by Col. Taylor. 



Proclamation by the Governor. 

Whereas, The following resolutions, viz 
Whereas, Kentucky has been invaded bv 
tho forces of the so-called Confederate States, 
and the commanders of the forces so invading 
the State have insolently prescribed the con- 
ditions upon which they will withdraw, thus 
insulting the dignity of the State by demand- 
ing terms to which Kentucky cannot listen 
without dishonor; therefore, 

1. He it resolved by the General Assembly 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, That the 
invaders must be expelled; inasmuch as there 
are now in Kentucky Federal troops assem- 
bled for the purpose of preserving the tran- 
quility of tbe State, and of defending and pro- 
tecting the people of Kentucky in the peaceful 
enjoyment of their lives and property, it is — 

2. further resohed, That General Kobcrt 
Anderson, a native Kentuckian. who has been 
appointed to the command of tho Department 
of Cumberland, be requested to take instant 
command, with authority and power from 
this Commonwealth to call out a volunteer 
force in Kentucky for the purposeof repelling 
the invaders from our soil. 

3. Resolved, That in using tbe means which 
duty iind honor require shall be used to expel 
the invaders from the soil of Kentucky, no 
citizen shall be molested on account of his 
political opinions; that'no citizens' property 
shall be taken or confiscated because of 
such opinions, nor shall any slave be set 
free by any military commander, and that all 
peaceable citizens and their families arc enti- 
tled to, and shall receive the fullest protection 
of the Government in the enjoyment of their 
lives, their liberties and their property. 

4. Resolved, That His Excellency, the Gov- 
ernor of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, be 
requested to give all the aid in his power to 
accomplish the end desired by these resolutions, 
and that he call out so much of the military- 
force of the State under his command, as may 
be necessary therefor, and that he plnco the 
same under the command of Gen. Thomas L. 
Crittenden. 

5. Resolved, That the patriotism of every 
Kentuckian is invoked, and is confidently re- 
lied upon to give active aid in the defense of 
the Commonwealth. 

Have this day been passed by both Houses of 
the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, the Governor's objections thereto 
to the contrary notwithstanding, and are there- 
fore the law of the land, I do hereby issue this 
my proclamation, enjoining all officers and citi- 
zens of this State to render obedience to all 
the requirements of said resolutions, nnd in 
obedience thereto, 1 have ordered Gen. Thom- 
as L. Crittenden to execute the purposes con- 
templated by said resolutions; nnd I hereby 
require all citizens of Kentucky subject to 
military duty to obey the call which the said 
Gen. Crittenden may make upon them in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of said resolu- 
tions.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

Whereas, the following Act, to- wit : 
An act to raise volunteer forces to repel the inr«- 
sion o f the State, ana for other purposes. 

$ 1. Beit enacted by the General Assembly of (A» 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That as the soil of 
the Slate of Kentucky has been invaded by 
armed forces, acting under the authority of the 
so-called Confederate States ; therefore, for the 
purpose of repelling said invasion, the Governor 
of the Slate of Kentucky is hereby directed to 
issue his proclamation forthwith, calling out not 
less than forty thousand soldiers, residents and 
citizens of Kentucky, between the ages of eigh- 
teen and forty-five years, to be mustered into the 
service of this Commonwealth for any term of 
service not less than twelve months uor more 
than three years, from the time they were mus- 
tered into service, unless sooner discharged. 

(j 'i. That the Governor be, and he is hereby, 
authorized, in order to raise said force, to accept 
of the services of any volunteer companies who 
shall, within three months from the "late of his 
proclamation, tender their services ; aud he shall 
commission for that purpose all officers duly elect- 
ed by the companies aforesaid, necessary aud 
proper lor the command of such volunteers. 

§ 3. That all volunteer officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers, musicians, and privates, whose 
service may be tendered and accepted under the 
provisions of this act, shall be mustered into ser- 
vice at such places of rendezvous in the Con- 
gressional District in w hich they volunteer as ihe 
General in the field shall appoint by his orders; 
and w hen so mustered into service, shall be then 
and there entitled to receive in advance one 
months pay, to be taken and considered as part 
of their pay. 

v 4. That the forces to be raised and organ- 
ized, as provided lor by this act, shall, when 
mustered into service, be under the command of 
the General commanding tbe Stale forces in the 
field. 

v 5. That the Governor be also authorized to 
accept the services of fifteen hundred men, in ad- 
dition to the forty thousand men provided for by 
this act, one thousand to be used as sharp shoot- 
ers and scouts, and five hundred to be used as 
horsemen and scouts, thev furnishing their own 
horses : I'rovided, That no person shall be ac- 
cepted in this arm of the service unless his skill 
and capacity have been tested by the General in 
command, or ench Officer as he may detail for 
that purpose : And provided also, That such per- 
sons shall receive five dollars per month of extra 
pay 

cj 6. That each horseman, for the services of his 
horse, shall receive five dollars per month, and 
in case his horse is killed by the enemy, he shall 
be paid the value of the horse, not exceeding one 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

§ 7. That the commander in the field may or- 
ganize individuals who tender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit thein to elect their officers, 
who shall, when so elected, be commissioned by 
the Governor on the certificate of the General 
commanding. 

fj 8. That the Governor is authorized to ac- 
cept the services of squadrons, battalions, and 
regimentgi when tendered as such, and commis- 
sion the officers elected by the squadrons, bat- 
talions, and regiments so organized ; the election 
of officers by any company, battalion, squadron, 
or regiment shall be superintended and conduct- 
ed by any justice of the |>eace, or judge of the 
county court, who may be called on for that 
purpose; and such justice or judge shall certify 
lo the Military Board the names of the officers 
elected, and for what office each is elected, and 
thereupon said Board, if they approve the pro- 
ceedings, shall certify to tbe Governor the names 
of the officers elected, and what office thev have 
been respectively elected to fill, who shall issue 
commissions in conformity to such certificate. 

v 9. That the commanding General shall be 
entitled to appoint and employ such stall' officers, 
and with such rank, as the Inspector General is 
empowered to appoint by the Uth section of tbe 
3d article of the act, entitled "An act for the 
better organization of tbe Kentucky militia," ap- 
proved March 5, lr-60 ; and he shall have the au- 
thority conferred on said Inspector General 
by the 10th, 11th, and 12th sections of said ar- 
ticle of said act. 

rj 10. The troops raised under this act shall be 
organized into squadrons, battalions, regiments, 
brigades, and divisions, aud have the same num- 
ber of officers for each squadron, battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade, and division, as are allowed in 
the army of the United States, and shall receive 
the same pay and rations as arc allowed the troops 
of the United States of the same rank and grade. 
When brigades and divisions are formed out of 
the troops so raised, they shall beofficered accord- 
ing to existing laws. 

ill. This act to be of force from its passage.

Wiikkhas. TIip following act of tho Gcn- 
onil Assembly of the Coiniinnnvciilth of Ki n- 
tucky, cordially ii]iprovc(l by me on the 20th 
instimt, is the law of the land, I think proper, 
in the exercise of my executive duties, to 
miike the fame promptly known to the 
public, as I do hereby, and 1 do earnestly 
enjoin all citizens and residents of this 
Utate to be obedient to all the require- 
ments thereof, to the end that the hit 
mane and noble purposes of tho Legisla- 
ture may be faithfully cti'eeted. Tho said act 
of the General Assembly is as follows: 

Jiesolut ions proriding for the peace and quiet of 
the citizens of tnid Cominotiicealth. 

"W H Kit E as, The people of Kentucky have, 
from the begtatlittej ardently desired and still 
cherish the lmpe thatthey may not be involv- 
ed in the unnatural, prevailing civil strife 
that Kentucky is now, as she ever has been, 
willing, and ready to interpose her friendily 
mediation in adjusting terms of peace and re- 
conciliation alike honorable and just to all; 
but as her wishes to mediate and restore har- 
mony may not avail at present, and it is de- 
sirable that the people in the meantime, 
should net in harmony, and bo at peace 
among themselves, so that if they shall be 
involved in war. they will as far as possible, 
relieve and palliate its calamities; therefore 

Resolted hy 1he General Assembly of the. 
Gothmoinctal'h of Kenttie/nA That if collisions 
between hostile armies shall take place with- 
in our territory, that it is most earnestly re- 
commended to the people of Kentucky not 
to engage in said strife amongst themselves, 
on account of differences of political opinions; 
that it is the duty of the people to he obedi- 
ent to the civil authorities, and respect in 
times of war us well as peace, all the rights 
guaranteed to every citizen by tho Constitu- 
tion and laws of the land, that nil good citi- 
zens however they mav differ in political opin- 
ions, should unite in protecting each other in 
their rights, of life, liberty, and property, 
against all and every invasion thereof by un- 
lawful raids, molis, marauding bands or other 
evil disposed persons, and aid the eivir au- 
thorities in arresting all such persons and 
bringing them before the courts for trial. 

Resolved, That we, tho Representatives of 
the present General Assembly hereby pledge 
ourselves to a strict observance of the forego- 
ing resolutions, and earnestly recommend a 
like observance by all (bo people of the Ckute 
of Kentucky."
